"Huge areas are subjected to 


erosion, become overgrown with 
brush, are turned into swamps 
and are taken, out of Agricultur- 
al use," Volovchenko said. 


While he did not say so, wind 


damage is high in the arid vir- 
gin lands of Kazakhstan and Si- 
beria that Premier Khrushchev 
ordered plowed up to boost 
grain production. 


There is not enough rainfall 


in these areas to provide a crop 
cover against the winds. This 
was the case in the dust bowls 
of the U.S. Southwest and High 
Plains three decades ago.

Ely Landau Is Something of 
a Landmark in Entertainment 
World in Recent Years

NEW YORK (AP)-Ely A. 


Landau, 44, is a big man with a 
jig dream. 


The thick-set film producer, 


ittle known to the public, has 
aecome something of a land- 
mark 
in 
the entertainment 


world in recent years. 


His dream? 
"In 1946 about 80 million peo- 


ple went to the movies each 
week," he said. "By 1962 the 
figure had fallen to 42Va million 
a week. I wanted to do some- 
thing to help recover that vast 
lost audience." 


First, let's have a little back- 


ground on Landau. 


"My life is a rags to tatters 


story," he said, but it isn't at 
all. 


Landau, son of a waiter, was 


born on the Lower East Side of 
New York and went to work aft- 
er graduating from high school. 


•'t went from store to store 


selling flavors, 
extracts—any- 


thing a fellow could do to try 
and find himself.' ' 


During World War II lie spent 


four years in the Air Transport 
Command, emerged as a ser- 
geant, then tried to become 
corn-chip king of the metropoli- 
tan area. He didn't. 


"I picked the wrong brand of 


corn chips," he recalled. 


After a brief period with an 


advertising 
agency, 
Landau 


raised a couple of thousand dol- 
lars to form a pioneering com- 
pany in film syndication for 
television. 


In a few years the company 


owned three television stations, 
was producing 20 film or tape 
series, and was doing an annual 
business of $25 million. 


In 1959, the firm which Lan- 


dau had founded for $2,000 only 
five years before was sold by 
him and other shareholders for 
$14 million. 


Landau then invaded the film 


field, bought two small movie 
houses in Manhattan, and plans 
to produce 10 pictures over a 
three-year period. 


Those who feel that Holly-

has 
become tradition 


bound and out of touch with 
modern-day audiences find 
ready ally in Landau. 


"There is no greater waste 


land in the entertainment world 
today than the movie waste- 
land," he said.

China Decision

China's decision to break rela- 
ions with France took Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle off a 
diplomatic hook today. 


De Gaulle's reported hope of 


re-establishing French influence 
n Southeast Asia hinged on his 
lecision last month to recognize 
led China. And Red China was 
dragging its feet until ties were 
severed between France and the 
Nationalists. 


At his news conference Jan. 


31, De Gaulle said he recog- 
nized Red China as the govern- 
ment of the mainland, Nation- 
llist China as the government of 
Formosa. 


The decision by Taipei 
ap- 


jeared to be exactly what De 
jaulle wanted. It saved him 
from the embarrassment of cut- 
ing* ties with his old friend, 
President Chiang Kai-shek. 


There was no immediate pub- 


lic reaction from French 
offi- 


cials, who recently had indicated 
France was preparing to initiate 
;he break itself.

China

nounced Jan. 27 their intention 
to exchange ambassadors, Pe- 
king made a public demand for 
France to break relations will 
Formosa. 


No public move was made by 


either France or Communist 
China to start their new rela- 
tionship rolling with an ex- 
change of charge d'affaires. 


Suddenly, France notified Tai 
>ei that charge d'affaires would 
>e exchanged and Taipei broke 
relations.

Provisions in House Version 
of Civil Rights Bill Open 
Up Just About Every Thing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Here 
re the main provisions of the 
House civil rights bill: 


TITLE I—VOTING 


The attorney general would 
e 
empowered to request a 


hree-judge court to hear cases 
harging a denial of voting 
ights. An argument made for 
his provision was that cases 
are now heard by a single judge 
md delays of more than three 
'ears have resulted from their 
allure to act. 
Registrars would be required 
o apply uniform qualification 
standards to white and Negro 
voters, and no voter could be 
disqualified for immaterial er- 
ors in qualification procedure. 
A person with at least a sixth- 


grade education would be pre- 
sumed to possess sufficient lit- 
racy to vote in any federal 
election. 


All provisions apply only to 


'edcral elections. 


TITLE II 


PUBLIC 
ACCOMMODATIONS 


All races would be entitled to 


equal services and facilities at 
certain places specifically men- 
ioned, such as hotels, motels, 
•estaurants, gasoline 
stations, 


theaters, and retail establish- 
ments that include eating facil- 
ties. In addition, coverage also 
would be extended to all pub- 
lic accommodations in which 
discrimination or segregation is 
supported by state action. 


The attorney general would be 


authorized to bring a civil ac- 
;ion seeking an injunction to 
halt any violations. No criminal 
aenalties are provided but a 
person continuing to violate a 
court order would be liable to 
contempt proceedings. 


TITLE III 


PUBLIC FACILITIES 


The attorney general 
could 


bring suit to desegregate any 
public facilities owned operat- 
ed or managed by a state or 
local government. It is designed 
to cover such things as parks 
playgrounds 
swimming 
pools 


and libraries. 


In addition, the attorney gen 


eral could intervene in any suit 
brought by a private party seek- 
ing equal protection under the 
law, as guaranteed by the 14th 
Amendment to the Constitution. 


TITLE IV—SCHOOLS 


The attorney general would 


be authorized to sue to compel 
school desegregation. Both un- 
der this and under the previous 
title, many conditions must be 
met for the filing of suits, in- 
cluding receipt of a written 
complaint and a determination 
that the individual is unable to 
bring the suit himself. 


The commissioner of educa- 


tion would be authorized 
to 


grant funds to help school dis- 
tricts carry out desegregation 
plans. The help would have to 
be requested by the local school 
officials. 


TITLE V-COMMISSION 


Extend the life of the Civil 


Rights Commission four more 
years to Sept. 30, 1968, and 
grant it new powers to serve as 
a national clearing house for in- 
formation on matters involving 


discrimination. 


TITLE VI-FEDERAL FUNDS 


This would authorize federal 


agencies to take affirmative ac- 
tion to end segregation and oth- 
er discriminatory practices in 
federally 
assisted 
programs. 


The action would be left to each 
agency to determine for itself 
and includes the power to cut 
off the funds. The course of ac- 
tion taken by each 
agency 


would have to be approved by 
the president. 


TITLE VII - EMPLOYMENT 


A Federal Employment Op- 


portunity Commission would be 
created 
to investigate 
com- 


plaints of discrimination in em- 
ployment activities because of 
race, religion, national origin or 
sex, by businesses or labor un- 
ions with 25 or more employes 
or members. 


The commission would be em- 


powered to seek voluntary com- 
pliance in cases in which it 
found discrimination but, volun- 
tary compliance failing, could 
go into court and ask an en- 
forceable order. 


TITLE VIM-STATISTICS 
The secretary of commerce 


would be directed to conduct a 
survey to compile registration 
and voting statistics by race, 
color and national origin, ir 
areas specified by the Civil 
Rights Commission. 


TITLE IX—COURTS 


This would provide for an ap- 


peal from a federal court ordei 
returning a civil rights case to 
a state court. 
TITLE X - MISCELLANEOUS 


Several technical details are 


wrapped up in this section, in- 
cluding authorization for funds 
to carry out the act and preveni 
any conflicts between the aci 
and existing laws.

But Finley stuck 
to his insistence on a two-year 
pact and Davis wouldn't budge 
from his four-year proposal. 


Finley announced after the
